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Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we are 
herewith submitting our report for the vear ended De- 
eember 31, 1947: ; 

We were very glad to be able to build the highway 
garage this vear, and were fortunate in locating a con- 
tractor who would do the work within the funds ‘available. 
It was necessary to make some modifications and changes 
in the specifications in order to accomplish this, but we 
believe the building is a fine one and very suitable for 
its purpose. It has already shown its value in providing 
heated storage for our snow trucks during the recent 
heavy storms. There are a few details to be completed by 
the contractor and we expect them to be taken care of 
soon. 

Highway maintenance and extension of hardened 
surfaces has proceeded in normal fashion and we believe 
satisfactorily to most of the townspeople. Snow removal 
has been carried on in good shape, and partly due to bet- 
ter garage facilities, our equipment has stood up well. 
It seems desirable to vurchase a side wing for the plow 
on the Marmon-Herrington truck, so that snow banks 
can be thrown further back and reduced in height, tend- 
ing to slow up drifting in case of wind-blown snows. Up 
to the time of writing this report, a definite price on this 
equipment was not available, but we expect to have 
full details before town meeting. 

Welfare cases have continued to be small in number, 
while Old Age Assistance has not increased.in numbers 
materially during the vear. Grants, however, have risen 
substantially due to increased food and clothing allow- 
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ances, but larger Federal grants have helped to cecu le 
our local share down. iH) 

Attention is called to the report of the State Division 
of Accounts. It is quite unusual to have their report 
appear without criticism of any kind, and we feel that all . 
our officers are to be complimented on their work. 

The voters will be asked to approve a by-law pro- 
hibiting the use of firearms by minors. This has received 
approval by several of our neighboring towns, especially 
since the unfortunate case in Hatfield, and we believe it 
should be in effect here also. 

Inspection of the chimneys at the town hall showed 
them to be in dangerous condition and repair of these 
and the roof of the fire escape was more expensive than 
had been anticipated in planning our budget. However, 
they now seem to be safe for some time to come. We 
eannot fail to call attention to the fact that our town hall 
building is not considered satisfactory according to stand- 
ards of the State Department of Public Safety, and the 
seating capacity of the auditorum has been strictly 
limited by their inspector. It would not be surprising for 
the department to condemn the hall for all meeting pur- 
poses within a very few vears, in view of the increasing 
emphasis being placed on building safety by the Common- 
wealth. Redecoration of the auditorium is planned for 
1948. | 

It seems advisable to make an appropriation for tree 
work this vear. The Dutch Elm disease has appeared in 
town and in common with other nearby towns, it is 
necessary to do spraying to prevent its spread: This will 
require outside specialists for satisfactory results. Con- 
siderable tree trimming is needed, also, which can be 
done by local labor, if available.

I have completed a check of the books of the various 
town officers, and make the following report of my 
findings:

The reasurer has in his possession and due the Town 
of Whately on December 31, 1947, the sum of $45,463.16, 
this amount having been verified by an examination of 
the bank’s statement and actual count of-.cash on hand. 


The securities forming the investments of the vari- 
cus trust funds have been carefully checked and found to 
be in order. Details of these investments appears else- 
where in this report. Those bonds which have matured 
during the year have been reinvested in government 
securities, but necessarily at a somewhat lower interest 
rate. 


The Mary Dickinson Cemetery General Care Fund 
has been deposited in a savings bank, pending determina- 
tion by the Probate Court of proper investment of the 
fund. 

The Tax Collector’s records have been carefully 
checked and found to be in excellent shape. Outstanding 
taxes for former years are entirely collected, and less 
than 11% of the 1947 property levy is uncollected. One 
tax title has been created, but in a very small amount.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the books and accounts of the town of 
Whately for the period from May 26, 1946, the date of 


the previous examination, to June 14, 1947, and submit 
the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing town funds or send- 
ing out bills for collection were examined and checked 
in detail. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The receipts, as re- 
corded, were analyzed and compared with the records 
of the departments collecting money for the town and 
with other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. The payments were checked with the 
warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds 
and with the auditor’s books. The cash book additions 
were verified, and the cash balance on June 14, 1947, was 
proved by actual count of the cash in the office, by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balance with a statement received 
from the depository, and by examination of securities. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of fed- 
eral taxes as kept by the town auditor were examined 
and checked. The payments to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue were verified and the amounts credited to the 
employees were listed from the card record and proved 
with the auditor’s ledger account. 

The securities and savings bank books te rane 
the investment of trust and investment funds in the cus- 
tody of the town treasurer were listed and checked. The 


income was proved, and the bequests and withdrawals 
v re checked and verified. 


The surety bonds of the town officers required to 
furnish them were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 

The records of licenses granted by the selectmen 
were examined and checked. The payments to the treas- 
_urer were verified and the cash on hand on June 14, 1947, 
was proved by actual count. 


. The recorded collect-ons for the use of town-owned 
highway equipment were checked to the highway de- 
partment payrolls and the payments to the treasurer 

were verified. 


The town clerk’s receipts for dog and _ sporting 
licenses were checked with the records of licenses issued, 
the payments to the treasurer and to the Division of 
Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash on hand 
on June 14, 1947, was proved by actual count. 


The receipts for gasoline registrations issued were 
checked to the town clerk’s records, the payments to the 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand on June 14, 
1947, was proved by actual count. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were examined. The receipts were compared with the 
record of work done, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified, and the cash on hand on June 14, 1947, was 
proved by actual count. 

The books and accounts of the town auditor were 
examined and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, 
were checked with the treasurer’s record of receipts and 
the recorded payments were checked with the selectmen’s 
warrants and with the treasurer’s record of disburse- 
ments. 

The appropriations, as listed from the town clerk’s 
record of town meetings, were checked with the ledger 
appropriation accounts, the transfers from the reserve 
fund were compared with the authorizations from the 
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finance committee, and all other accounts were checked 
with information in the departments in which the trans- 
actions originated. The ledger was analyzed, a trial bal- 
ance was taken off, and a balance sheet showing the 
financial condition of the town on June 14, 1947, was 
prepared and is appended to this report. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s 
record of town meetings and the amounts voted were 
compared with the aggregate appropriations raised in 
the computation of the 1947 tax rate. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The tax accounts out- 
standing at the time of the previous examination and all 
subsequent commitment lists were audited and proved 
with the assessors’ warrants. The collections as recorded 
were checked, the payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied, the. recorded abatements were checked to the 
assessors’ abatement record, the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved with the auditor’s ledger accounts, 
and the cash on hand on June 14, 1947, was proved by 
actual count. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was ob- 
tained by sending notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, and from the replies received it appears that the 
outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of accounts receivable of the selectmen’s 
and public welfare departments were examined and 
checked. The departmental records of charges were ana- 
lyzed, the recorded collections were verified and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved with the town 
auditor’s ledger. 

The books and accounts of the inspector of slaughter- 
ing were checked and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 

The books and accounts of the cemetery department 
were examined and checked in detail. The collections as 
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recorded were checked, the payments to the treasurer 
were verified, the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved, and the cash on hand on June 14, 1947, was 
proved by actual count. 

The librarian’s records of receipts for fines were 
checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and the cash on hand on June 14, 1947, was proved by 
actual count. 

The care and accuracy with which the officials have 
kept their accounts greatly facilitated the work of the 
audit. 

In addition to the balance sheet there are appended 
to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and departmental 
accounts, as well as tables showing the condition of the 


~ trust and investment funds. 


While engaged in making the audit cooperation was 
received from the several town officials, for which, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

| This is my seventh consecutive report of its Rind: 
and it covers, in the twelve months of 1947, a year 
fraught with difficulties of rising costs, non-availability 
of materials and labor, and many other problems. 

I shall write this under various headings, as in the 
preceding reports; but with the stated reservation that, 
due to rapidly chang:ng situations, the printed report is 
as of December 31, 1947, and does not necessarily hold 
true for conditions at town meeting time. 


PERSONNEL 
The pupil distribution is shown in the following Age- 
Grade tabulation so far as elementary pupils are con- 
cerned: 
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Heavier-printed figures indicate, as usual, the num- 
bers of “normally aged” pupils in the various grades of 
the elementary schools. The secondary school pupils were 
distributed as follows:

Mr. Gabel was added to the Union’s supervisory staff 
last September, after we had lacked an art supervisor , 
for an entire school year. He is.splendidly trained for the 
work, and is doing a fine job. 


SUPPLIES, EQUIPMENT, FACILITIES, 
& MAINTENANCE 


During 1947 the books and instructional supplies 
situation improved considerably in their being more 
readily obtainable. This was helped materially by the 
Board’s policy of authorizing “blanket” purchasing of 
the estimated needs for the year at one time, and our 
dealing’ with firms in that type of business. 
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That same policy has again been highly worth while 
very recently; for our supplies purchases for 1948 have 
been made just before another ten per cent average price 
increase, effective January, 1948. 

The equipment in the buildings is Oh aareaceee in 
part. Desks and seating are adequate. Electric clocks 
were installed in the two East School classrooms. Our 
lacks are in the buildings themselves and in their heating 
facilities, which seem never to have been adequate to 
date and which can be made adequate only by a proper 
study, major changes, and at very considerable cost. 


During the war years we were assured repeatedly 
that the Center School heating could be simplified by 
conversion to oil-burning and automatic control, so that 
the one janitor could confine his early morning duties to 
the East School’s always difficult winter heating prob- 
lems. During 1947 we received opinions that a rearrange- 
ment of the Center School’s piping and radiation would 
be needed for the successful performance of the present 
svstem of the hand-firing of coal. 


In both buildings we have had thus far the two sys- 
tems of steam and hot-air heating, each with its separate 
furnace. As this is written, in an oil-fuel shortage nation- 
wide, it is out of the question to consider conversion to 
oil anyway; and with hand-firing we are paying an addi- 
tional amount of wages during the winter months to 
keep the several fires tended. At the East School the 
situation is bad, since there is no steam-heating equip- 
ment in the classrooms used. Additional radiation for 
those two rooms must be considered, for it is a building 
which is extremely difficult to heat, at best, and the hot 
air alone does not do the job on cold days. | 


Lavatory facilities are obsolete, as I have reported 
previously. The facilities get out of order easily, and are 
difficult to repair. The ratio of equipments by law is not 
more than twenty-five pupils per facility, which means 
that two workable units in each basement actually suffice; 
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but they are not good, or fixtures with which your de- 
partment may be at all satisfied. Here is the present’ 
alternative: 


To render the equipment modern and desirable in 
only the East School would involve: 
| 1. A set of plans by an architect, to be approved by 
the State Bureau of Buildings. The cost, con- 
jecturable but certainly high. 

2. New equipments, including six units and a 
blower system, at an estimated cost of $500.00. 
The six units would be needed to safely cover 
eventualities of service. 

3. Labor and mater‘als covering supply and place- 
ment of sanitary units’ fittings, replacement of 
soil pipe, and some changes in the placement of 
sewer lines. 


Those six facilities would be more than ample for 
the present enrollment in the building, naturally; but 
of those, four would be on the girls’ side. They would 
suffice if the time should ever come when the enrollment 
there is much greater than at present. 

Another matter is that of indoor play area; and to 
that end one of the classrooms not in current use for that 
purpose has been used for play. It needs a new ceiling, 
of some play-proof material as yet undecided; but partial 
provision, at least, for fixing that room up very well for 
the purpose, has been made in your 1948 Estimate. 

During 1947 we managed to get a small amount of 
painting done in both buildings, particularly the class- 
room ceilings in white as an improvement of the illumina- 
tion. More painting was intended, but was simply unob- 
tainable locally during the summer. 

One notable accomplishment was in landscaping at 
both schools. The Center School lawn and driveway has 
been defined; and ornamental trees emplaced,—the roof 
guttered for their protection. A new power lawnmower! 
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was purchased, and the lawn is improving in appearance 
and texture despite a series of mishaps which occurred 
always at the wrong times. 


At the East School a real grading project was com- 
menced on the very sizable playing area on the North 
and West sides of the building which, when finished, can 
furnish both the school pupils and other sports-inclined 
townspeople with a very proper baseball field. More fill 
and grading is needed, and this is planned. It is regret- 
able that the playground area is not larger, however; 
since an additional hundred feet westward would maiice 
that field just about ideal. 


RISING COSTS OF EDUCATION 


The 1947 school appropriation was twenty-six per 
cent higher than that of 1946. The 1948 Estimate already 
made, based on salary rates and transportation charges 
in effect December, 1947, is a further increase of just 
over five per cent of the 1947 total, and if reasonable 
salary increases and transportation rate adjustments are 
voted, that increased cost over the 1947 appropriation 
will be fourteen per cent. Here are some clear-cut rea- 
sons: 


As of January 1, 1948, ALL eaten schools in- 
crease their tuition rates—Smith’s School’s by one-sixth. 
Most high schools’ rates have mounted drastically. Fuel 
such as we use is twenty dollars a ton now, and with the 
buildings uninsulated we use a great deal. Supplies have 
risen enormously—a ream of school paper which cost 31 
cents in 1941 now costs 66 cents, for instance. Transpor- 
tation rates must be expected to keep pace with increased 
costs of fuel, maintenance, excise taxes, and insurance. 


On the brighter side, reimbursements will increase 
as tuition rates rise; and it will be noted that the trans- 
portation grant is larger: this year than ever before, by a 
legislative change in the computation formula anda 
larrer state appropriation for the purpose. 
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-.. The School Budget is an estimate, at best—a guess 
at what the departmental needs are to be to keep things 
going. If there is bewilderment in the average home at 
just what is happening to prices, so there is in a depart- 
ment such as this, and in far greater degree. 


It will be noted that there was actually a sizable 
balance left on our 1947 Budget after all bills were paid. 
But no one can possibly figure vocational tuitions closely 
—they vary as the whims of those who take the courses, 
with frequent enrollments and withdrawals. Then a pal- 
pable error has been made by a neighboring city in billing 
Whately for high school tuition there, through some 
pupils being unaccounted for and insufficient charges 
made as a result. We must anticipate that discrepancy 
being rectified in 1948. 


It has been the townspeople’s wish thus far to main- 
tain the two separate buildings in operation; and there 
are good and valid. reasons for so doing. But such main- 
tenance must necessar‘ly mean increased cost over the 
use of just one building, as done in neighboring communi- 
ties, which factor should be considered when budgets are 
discussed, in all fairness to those who submit them. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I shall mention only briefly here my perennial re- 
quests, that parents visit their schools increasingly and 
that work certificate applicants all have birth certificates 
with them and come to my home only by appointment. 
I am pleased to say that those requests are being fulfilled 
very well, to my deep gratification. For the rest, I recom- 
mend: 


1. That the grading job at the East Schoo] be 
completed this year as soon as possible, to per- 
mit its full use. 


2. That steam radiation be emplaced in the two 
Fast School classrooms if it is possible to do so. 
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3. That parents of children in all grades instruct 
them on the matter of property preservation 
and the need of orderly conduct generally. It will 
help the school department. 


CONCLUSION 


In view of your own decision to retire from School 
Board membership this year after so many years of 
service therein, I can only express my own sincere re- 
grets, and offer my thanks for the constant kindness 
and consideration you have given me at all times since I 
have been here. Your long experience in school affairs 
has enabled me to obtain invaluable guidance in our many 
problems, too; and I appreciate it deeply. 


I wish to acknowledge, too, the fine cooperation of 
the other members of your Board at all times, and the 
loyalty of all people concerned in the schools’ conduction. 
There are excellent specialized reports to be read, else- 
where in these pages. 


The lunch program is a definite factor in our pupils’ 
welfare, with increasing equipment and efficiency that 
has elicited praise from health authorities, and growing 
appreciation of parents and teachers. 


As a sort of final statement—if one takes the sum 
of $31,500.00, the outside total amount of the 1948 Esti- 
mate; divide that by 150, the approximate total of 
Whately pupils in all grades; and divide again by 180, 
the average number of school days in the year, the ap- 
propriation actually amounts to $1.17 per pupil per day 
of instruction. With at least two-fifths of this amount 
reimbursed, the net cost to the town is about SEVENTY 
CENTS PER PUPIL PER DAY, which is no great cost, 
everything considered.

In the realm of performance, emphasis is placed upon 
singing, using correct tone production and responding 
with bodily movements to rhythms, these based on each 
grade level. 


In listening, the ear is trained to become aware of 
music and of other sounds appearing in the normal, every 
day experiences. The P.-T. A. of Whately is to be highly 
commended in its recent announcement of plans of 
presenting to each building an instrument whereby more 
use may be made of the many educational programs of 
the major networks and record companies instituted for 
in-school listening. 


Feeling that originality and imagination is valuable, 
an increasing amount of emphasis is being placed upon 
creative activities through story plays and dramatiza- 
tions of songs; this of necessity originates in the lower 
grades.

I have been both gratified and impressed by the’ 
quality of the work being done; especially that of the 
upper grades, at which level | am better qualified to 
judge. It has been my policy to present problems in a 
diversity of media, and to encourage experimentation on 
the part of pupils. To date I have not followed a specific 
course of study although many are written for a specific 
school or system. I can promise, however, that. this is a 
matter to which I propose to devote more of my time in 
the future. In the absence of a definite course of study I 
have tried to assign problems that will meet and help 
satisfy the needs of the pupils and the school. Concerning 
work in the future I am convinced that easel painting 
should be introduced to Grade One and be done at all 
grade levels.

_ Thirteen moving pictures, selected by grades, were 
shown from January to May. | 

Seventy-five hearing tests and eighteen re-tests dis- 
closed eight children with some hearing loss. 

Seventy-six children received booster doses of Toxoid 
and thirteen the three immunizing doses. The nurse also 
assisted the School Physician with the annual physical 
examinations. 

Twenty home and thirty-nine school visits were 
made. 

The vision testing has not been completed due to a 
lack of electricity at my last visit to the Center School. 

My grateful appreciation is hereby expressed to all 
those who co-operate in the health work for Whately 
children. ©
